A. It is double: firſt, in regard of mp 
fine : ſecondly, in reſpec of my puniſh⸗ 
ment. 

Q. What is thy miſery in regard of (in? 

A. Firſt, Jam guittp of Adams fall: 
ſecondly , my nature is cozrupted : and 
thirdly, mp ſinnes are many, and grie⸗ 
nous ; fo: by the ſtrength ot nature, J 
can doe nothing that mar pleaſe God.

A. J am ſubiect to all the ſozrowes 
and piagucs of God, that can befall either 
ko lonle, oz bodp, in this like, oz in the life 
to come.

By Both not God deale hardly with 
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tconſnes, which J ſer is like a filthy tloth, 
when it is compared with that righteouſ⸗ 
nefſe which God requireth of mee in his 
Law, 


Sccondly, it maketh me to ſceke with 


greater diligence foꝛ mp deliuerance, 


when J ſee mp ſelfe to be ſinfull and mi⸗

Q. Hov- did Chriſt worke thy delive- 
rance? 
A. Chailt being God, the icternall 
Sonne of the Father, became man, ful⸗ 
filled the whole Law, and indnred in his 
paſſion the paines of cternall death, due 


vnio me fo2 mp ſinnes. 


Q. What needed Chriſt to be man ? 


A. Betauſe the Juſtice of God did res 


quire that ſinne ſhould be puniched in it 
ſame nature wherein it — tommitted. 


Q. What needed Chriſt to be God alſo? 

A. That hee might be able to indure 

the puniſhment of my ſinne, and merte to 

bꝛing mee into fanour with God againe | | 
dne 


and therefo;e — ioyned the God-hed fo 
the Pan- had, and bp the power of bis 
God-hod, he vpheld the weakenes of his 
Man · had, and ſo ouertame death, and o⸗ 
pened the gates of life to mis, and to all 
true beleners. 

Q. What are the benefites of Chriſts 
death ?

A. Juſtification, and Sandtilication. 
Q What is Iuſtificaon ? 
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A, Aft is a clearing of vs fcom the N 
git of ſinne, and a freeing ol ys fromthe | 
puniſhment ofthe ſame; foz when we do 
— bcleeve in Chziſt, he takes our ſins 
to himſelfe, and giues vs his righteonſ | 
nes, and thus gre we iuttiſied in the light f 
of God. 
Q. What is ſanctification? | 
A. Mhen men are thus ſandi(fied, the 
ſpirtt of God immediately beginneth to 
kill the power of finne in them, and to 
purge the cozruption of nature by little 
and little, and indueth them with ſome 
meaſure of his grace, foz the amendment 
cf their liues, and this wozke of God is 
exlledfanetification. 
QQ. Where is true Faith laced? 
A. In the heart; foz it is a ſtedfłaſt 
perſwaſton of the heart, grounded vpon 
knowledge in the pꝛomiſes of God, and 
not a talke of the lips onely without vn⸗ 
derſtanding . — 
Q. Howis Faith wrought in the hear? 
A. Out ward! p by the pzcaching of the 
woꝛd, and inwardlp by the ſptrit of God 
oy g the heart, and cauſing it fo 
elene that which is truely taught out 
of the wozd of God, ol x

Q. Whatis preaching ? 


A. Aplaine opening of the Dcriptures 
in a publicke place, to the vnderſtanding 


of the people, and an applying okit to their 


conſciences. 
Q. May wee not hope to haue Faith 
and to be ſaued though we neuer regard 
to heare Gods word? 
A. No: foz that is a wicked confempf 
of Gods ozdinance, and a ſinfull pze- 
_ of that which 'G DD neuer pꝛo⸗ 
iled. 
Q. What are the fruits of Faith? 
A. Peace of Conſcience, and a godlp 
connerſation. 

Q. How is Faith increaſed and confir- 
med in vs? 

A. It is increaſed by continuall hea⸗ 
ring of the wozd, and hearty pꝛaper vnto 
God: It is confirmed by often and reue⸗ 
rend receining of the Sacraments,

A. A Scale of Gods pꝛomiſes a ſigne 
of Chꝛiſts lufferings, and an Inſtrument

Q. Of how many parts conſiſteth a 


Sacrament ? 
A. Nftwo: an onifward ligne, and an 


inward cation. 
Q. What is the outward ſigne in Bap- 


tiſme? 

A, Water : whereby the outward 
vncleannes of the bodp is waſbed awap. 

Q What is the inward ſignification ? 

A. The bloud of Chziſt, whereby the 
ſoule is waſht though faith, and made 
* from the filth of inne and wickeds 
nelle, 

Q. Why are we baptiſed with water 
in the name of the Father; Sonne, and 
holy Ghoſt ? 

A. Firſt, to ſhew vs that we are bound 
to belteue in that true God which conũ⸗ 
ſteth ol the ſe the perſons, Father, 
and holy Ghoſt. 

Secondly, fo aſſure vs that by Faith 
in the blond of Chzilt we are made the 
Sonnes and daughters of God, fellow- | 
* with Jelus Chaift,and ioynt par 
takers 5 
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.. fakers of the holy Ghoſt, 

CThirdlp, to teach vs tocall vpon God 
the Father, in the name of Chꝛiſt,. by the 
holy Ghoſt, to giue a bleſſing to our bap⸗ 
tiſme, and to make his holy ozdinance eſ⸗ 
1 to the fartherance of our ſalna⸗ 
tion. 


A. Is Baptiſme auaileable to all that 
are baptized ? 
A. It is auaileable onely to thoſe 
whoſe ſoules are ikewife-baptized by the 
holy Ghoſt , and whoſe conſcfences are 
purged by thebloud of Chaiſt. 
Q. Are they not deceived that reſt [a- < 
tisfied with the outward ſigne onely ? _+ 
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A. Theparegroſfſelp dereiued indeed: + 
fs; vnleſte they do truly bel&ue in Chatft, . 
and vnfainedly repent of their fins : their 
fin thzough Baptiſme is made greater, , 
and their condemnation ſhati be moꝛe 
greenons, than if they had neuer been bap⸗ 
fiſed at all, betauſe they bꝛrake the Cones » 


nant of God whereunto they bound theme . 
ſelues in Baptiſme. 


Q. Why are childrenbaprizad.G ſeeing 
we haue neither expreſſe commandement 
nor example for ĩt in the Scripture, 


A. Firth, 
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A. Fir, becauſe Baptiſme in the 
New Teftament anſwereth to Circum⸗ 
ciſton in the olde, which was adminiffred ' 
= eight day alter that the childe was 
one.
